The Special Election, date of 
which wa.s fixed by Governor Ed- 
ward Martin, was necessitated to 
fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of the County's .Congress- 
man for 11 years, J. William Dit- 
ter, in an airplane crash on No- 
vember 21. 

Voters of the Third Legislative 
District of the County also will 
elect a new Representative in the 
General Assembly to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resigna- 
tion of Edwin Winner, who took 
office as County Treasurer on 
January 3. The Assembly candi- 
dates in the order of their ap-
